yn boys who are In Franco with tho
nfty-nlnt- h Artillery, Coast Artillery
Corps, an exclusively Urooklyn outfit
that has done valiant work in the Ar-iion-

Major Oeoreo B. Oatuna of Battery
J! knew all the boys by their first
names, and told the gathering how tho
llrooklyn soldiers had fared, whethor
they were wounded or killed and how

they were coming home. To some
he brought tho sad news that their
loved ones would not be among the
ronquerlng hosts who are returning to
America. He told the 7,000 men and
women that Battery B did not suffer
the loss of a single man In action.

"Credit for the victories must ko to
the doughboys." he said. "They founds
the machine gun nests of the Germans
t,n1 drove them beforo them and
turned the tide of battle. You know
the Germans had very llttfc Infantry,
livery man had a machine gun. They
would lie flat and mow down tho

French and British, andthat
is why they were bo successful. But
the Americans came too fast for them,
(wept past their nesta and swamped
them.

Got Lost In Arfconne Forest.
"I went Into No Man's' Land on nn

observation tour one morning about 3
"flock and got lost in the Argonne

I'orest I wandered around until early
the next morning. I tore my gasmask
on the barbed wire entanglements. For
two hours I was lost In thr-s- entan-
glements, and when I finally came out
I was In a little clearing not fifty feet
from a fire, around which sat fifty
German roldlers.

"I thought It was the end of me, and
that I was surely captured, when sud-
denly a sentry walked past and he had

n the steel helmet of n Yank, and
then I knew what It meant, the Yanks
had captured the Germans."

The passage of legislation which
would prohibit effectively child labor
all over the United States was urged
by Senator Irvine L. Lenroot of Wis-
consin at the closing session yester-
day of the National Conference on
Child I,ibor in the auditorium of tho
Society for Ethical Culture at Sixty-fourt- h

street and Central Park West.

5TH LIBERTY LOAN

SET IN MOTION HERE

Hnnkers of Local Heservc Dis-

trict Tnko $180,000,000
in Certificates.

$000,000,000 IN ISSUE

Economy nnd Conservation

Uracil as U. S. Is Spending

$75,000,000 a Day.

The Fifth Liberty toan was set In

motion yesterday when a group of
hankers, representing each of the
counties In the local Federal reserve
district, met nt tho Bankers Club and
were Informed that banks In the dis-

trict will take 1180.000,000 of the first
ir.stalmnt of iVi per cent, certificates
of Indebtedness to be Issued by ths
Treasury Department. There will be
new Issues of the certificates every
two weeks until sprins, when the cer-

tificates are made to fall due. and pay-

ments then by subscribers to the Fifth
Liberty Loan will enablo tho Govern-
ment to meet tho certificates of In-

debtedness.
Announcement was made that al-

ready the Government had Issued
$COO,060,000 of the certificates. Thirty
per cent, of them are to be distributed
In the New York district. The bank-
ers who met yesterday discussed ways
nnd means for distribution. It was
stated at the meeting tho Govern-
ment's total expenses for this year arc
estimated at $18,000,000,000.

H. h! Trcman. deputy governor of
the local Federal Reserve Hank, said
tanks In eighteen counties of the local
reserve district had exceeded their
quotas In the last loan camaign, and
there were only five counties In which
one or more banks did not subscribe
100 per cent, or more of their indebt-'dne- ss

certificate quotas. lie said
that 418 banks in the other sixty-nin- e

counties had subscribed 100 per cent,
or more of their respective quota.
Kach of these banks recently received
nn engraved certificate of "Distin-
guished Finance Service."

Mr. Treman urged tho necessity for
economy and conservation not only of
food and raw materials, but In the
banking resources of the nation. Hi"
.ald there must le the most careful
conservation of bank credits, which
must be mobilized for use by the Gov-
ernment. He said Government ex-
penditures at the present time were
nt the rate of $76,000,000 a day.

This country. Mr. Treman said, not
only will be called upon to continue
loans to tho Allies, but must supply
the capital for the rebuilding of the
devastated sections in tho war zone, No
decision yet has been made, Mr. Tre-
man announced, regarding the charac-
ter of the Fifth Loan.
